When the St. Paul Port Authority 
purchased the vacant Macy’s 
department store building in early 
2014, Monte Hilleman was assigned 
the task of tearing down a down- 
town icon. 

“T figured out how to turn it into a 
hole in the ground, and that was a 
big ugly number,” said Hilleman, 
the Port Authority’s senior vice 
president of real estate develop- 
ment. They abruptly changed 
course. 

Rather than ask the private sector 
to spend $13 million destroying 
Macy’s, the Port Authority persuad- 
ed the Minneapolis-based Hempel 
Cos. to become a majority owner 
and partner in its redevelopment. 

Together, they courted a leading 
financial sponsor — the Prairie 
Island Indian Community — and 
major tenants, such as Tria Ortho- 
pedic and the Minnesota Wild. 

They sold off part of the site for a 
two-level Walgreens, and expanded 
the adjoining parking ramp to 800 
stalls. A covered, 1,200-seat ice rink 
now sits on the former roof, and is 
expected to draw more than 600,000 
spectators a year. 

“When this building is fully 
leased, this block is just going to 
hum,” Hilleman said Tuesday as he 
stood in front of the Tria Rink, the 
Wild’s rooftop practice facility at 
the new Treasure Island Center. 

The rink, which recently opened 
to the public, continues open 
skating from 11 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. 
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The first towers of the 2018 St. Paul Winter Carnival ice palace go up in Rice Park on Tuesday night. Crews from Park Construction have placed 
more than 4,000 ice blocks for the 70-foot-high palace, according to a construction update Tuesday afternoon. Project manager Jim Wutzke 
said the palace is expected to be completed by Saturday night. Organizers also announced that Ecolab will be the palace’s signature partner.
